Problem of Room 


Is Paramount 


The problem of Italy and of 
Europe—more than ever of West- 
ern Europe—is fundamentally a 
problem of room. Too many peo- 
ple are concentrated in ihe com- 
partments of European nation- 
States for the land resources of 
the area to feed. Italy is a coun- 
try the size of California, but with 
more than six times its population 
and without its great natural re- 
sources, 

Italy has five million landless 
peasants, who furnish the caul- 
dron of the social unrest, whether 
they remain as peons on great 
estates or drift to cities 

A reform of the great latifun- 


dian estates is called for. But it 
must be warned that land re- 
forms, to be successful, call for 


careful planning and large capi 
tal investment, Otherwise agricul- 
ture is so disorganized that fam- 
ine results.

And the division of estates will 
not create more land nor furnish 
a \ife-basis for more fanilies 

More !and, therefore, must be 
created.as jand has been creat- 


ed in this country by great hydro 


electric projects, A systematic 
survey of land-creation possibili- 
ties is essential. It would be a 
great job for American engineer- 
ing collaboration and eventually 
would pay off, 


Emigration 
Necessary 


And still there would not be 
enough land, Africa as I have 
said in other columns, must be 
intensively and intelligently de- 
veloped; and emigration from the 
overpopulated areas of Europe to 
the underpopulated newer worlds 
must be planned and furthered. 

Communism’s task is easy, The 
worse the conditions the better; 
and then it is rule through ruin 
by a dictatorship whose only es- 
sential task is to maintain itself 
in power by any and all methods. 
Communism has survived two 
wholesale famines in Russia with 
millions of dead each time. No 
matter what happens the people 
can't get rid of their masters 

But democracy's task is hard. 
It must produce results—its life 
tenure is staked on that. And to 
produce results it must face and 
deal with the fundamental prob- 
lems. The issue is not contained 
in the phrases, “right” or “left,” 
bul is a matter of fact, truth, in- 
telligence, and competence, 

Until there is room within 
Europe and the rest of the world 
for Europeans who are not bits 
of geography but units of flesh, 
blood, and spirit, there will be 


no stability there--no matter how 
any one election may turn out

FROM TODAY’S NEWS 


One of the intriguing personali- 
ties of this new era of ours is 
Japan's Emperor Hirohito—a once 
majestic figure who was blased 
out of his Olympian seclusion by 
the atomic bombs. 

The little Mikado, having di- 
vested himself of his supposed di- 
vinity on advice of the United 
States military command, des- 
cended to earth where he as- 
sumed a figure of clay—and a 
badiy-moulded one at that. Still, 
this transformation has seemed 
to make little or no difference In 
his god-like status with his wor- 
shipful people 

Now that's au astonishing cir- 
cumstance, and so when Russell 
Brines, AP chief of bureau in 
Tokyo, was in New York for a 
visit, I quizzed him about Hiro- 
hito. Brines knows his Japan. 

The 47-year-old Mikado is sup- 
posed by his people to be a direct 
descendant of the sun goddess. 
He is the 124th in a line of rulers 
who have held the throne for 2,- 
600 years. No wonder his humble 
subjects formerly regarded such a 
background with an awe that pre- 
cluded their venturing to look 
directly on his countenance 

When he came down to earth 
and started circulating, however, 
the illusion of greatness was dis- 


pelled, so far as concerned crude 
westerners. One would have ex- 
pected a similar effect among the 
Japanese themselves, for the 
Mikado is far from inspiring 

Hirohito is short, stooped and 
pudgy. He is near-sighted and 
thrusts his head forward like a 
turtle. He walks with a jerk. 
In short, he is about as unpre- 
possessing an individual as one 
could imagine, 

His subjects, however, continue 
to regard him with reverence and 
even with affection. 

And what's the answer of all 
this? Well, the emperor is a 
Spiritual symbol of the state. 
Moreover, he is the head of Shin- 
toism—a religion which partakes 
of ancestor worship, and may be 
described as a code of living 

When he denounced his “diy- 
inity,” it had no marked effect 
on the people. They accepted 
without question what he said, 
but he still remained a symbol 
for their reverence 

It is because of this public atti- 
tude that the American command 
has kept the Emperor on the 
throne as a steadying influence 
and a bulwark against Commun- 
ism. He is the symbol binding 
the people togethes,

Girl’s View of 
Race Tolerance 


A reader sends me along a very 
fine article in the British Colum- 
bia Parent-Teacher News. It was 
written by Lila Scott, a student of 
Burnaby South High School, who 
last year attended an American 
Youth Conference in Iowa. Here 
is part of her report: 

“Last summer I was given the 
opportunity to laugh, work and 
plan with 1300 American boys and 
girls, They were young people 
from farms and cities throughout 
all America. 

“Negroes and white were there 
—negroes and whites who had 
left at home their fear, hatred, 
and who abandoned their super- 
stition to live together without a 
‘color line.’ 

“Before the conference opened 
the southern delegates had been 
ordered not to discuss the negro 
question. Yet the voice of indig- 
nant young whites and hurt young 
blacks was heard crying out 
against a nation which was at- 
tempting to live in segregation. 
I could tell you the stories of 
separate schools, of ‘nigger lines’ 
on buses, of churches in which 
my negro friend could sit only in 
the “colored’ section. You know 
of restaurants and hotels—even of 
towns—which will permit no 
negro to enter. Oh, yes, I knew a 
great deal about America’s prob- 
lem, but how little I knew about 
our own. 

“Canada's race problem was 
shown to me by a young girl 
named lItsi Itsakawa, ‘Its’ for 
short. I shall remember always 
the way she looked at me as I 
stood there boasting about free- 
dom and tolerance in Canada. I 
had asked her how she was treat- 
ed in the U.S. her reply was quiet 
and simple. She said, ‘You see [ 
am Japanese. Here I am treated 
very well; but I have cousins in 
Canada. They lived once in Van- 
couver but can never return to 
their homes. In all things you 
have denied them your freedom 
and tolerance. Why?’ 

“‘Its’ showed me B.C. as she 
saw it. To her it was not free and 
full of opportunities, but was 
cruel and unfair. I like ‘Its’ and 
yet my country had made her 
people unhappy and her bitter. 
When she asked me why there 
was persecution, I could not hon- 
estly answer. I don't want to crush 
people. Do you? Yet we have and 
we do! It is so easy to by-pass 
our Japanese question by saying, 
“The problem is not serious. It af- 
fects only 22,000,’ and how easy it 
it to forget that those 22,000 peo- 
ple vajue and deserve freedom.

“Thousands of barrels of oil were 
blown out upon the snow-covere 
land by a wild well in the Leduc 
field a short time ago, This field is 
located about 10 miles up river 
from city water intake,” he said. 

“That snow, with much of the oil,| 
is now entering tne river in the 
form of water. Traces of oil have! 
been reported on the surface of the! 
river.” | 

“Oil does not mix with water so| 
taking the water trom below the} 
surface in the river, as is done at 
|present, would be expected to 
eliminate any gross amount of oil 
in the city’s water supply. 

“It is believed that some constitu- 
ents of crude oil may be soluble 
in minute quantities, but sufficient 
to cause taste,” Dr, Little stated 

“We believe this taste problem 
may be troublesome only while the 
unusual large amounts of snow 
| water are carrying much foreign 
}material into the river, 

“In the meantime, the provincial

This was revealed in the annual report of the Local | 
Board of Health filed Friday with the city commissioners. | 

The birthrate of $2.3 per 1,000 marks a substantial 
increase over 1946, and the total of 3,838 babies born Ei 
the city in 1947 is an increase of 18 per cent over 1946. 


This increase has made itself

With any wavering, unless match 
ed by some opposition 
the vote could go against them and 
confront the government with a 
committee recommendation in favor 
of higher pensions, With only a 19 
to 16 majority in membership, the 
Liberals are faced with the fact 
that George Cruickshank (L, 
Fraser Valley), seconded the mo- 
tion for 25 per cent. and thus as- 
sured that the vote on that amount 
at least will be extremely tight.
